In 
the Duluth area this specii's is common locally. Mr. Harold 
Stimbock discovered it at .Adolph about ten miles north of Duluth, 
'file author has found colonies at Fond du lac, Nopeming and in 
Jav Cook(‘ Pai’k. ('olhadion no. 3458 was made in Tilin-Accr 
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association on .Arlington Avenue in Duluth where the species is 
abundant with \'lol(i niiitilosd Crei'iu'. 

M.\I)1a clomkha'ia Hook, is another western species which has 
become sparingly (‘stablislu'd on Duluth hills. A colony was 
discoveiH'd on a grassy hillsid(‘ below Skyline Parkway west of 
llaiiK's road. In addition to the Duluth specimens there is a 
collection in I iiiversitv of Minnesota IL'rbarium bv J. II.
